The kitchen tent
Is completely equipped with pastry
ovens, warming tablea, steam vats for
stew lug, atesm urns for coffee and tea,
boiling ovens aud numberless other
cooking utensils. The force of cooks
uumber a sixteen. Including the three
which tend the campflre, at which
nothing but soup Is prepared. Tho
raugea fold up and are carried In
wagons, and the tents are lighted with
electricity at night. It Is not unusual
to serve as many aa 5.000 pancakes for
breakfast, ami duo loaves of bread are
used each day. In addition to crackers
and btxcult. The meat consumed each
day Is somewhere near 1.000 ound.
Such provisions as celery, youug on-

ions, strawberries, radishes, nielous,
etc., are boucht lu each town, often
cleaning out the entire market. An
advauce agent of the commissary de-
partment keeps well in advance of the
show, contracting for ita supplies for
man and beast.
